In  Search  of  Nightsounds 

When  former  News  Director  John  Ohiiger  came  South  from  KPFA,  he  brought 
with  him  the  desire  to  continue  his  creation  (with  John  Leonard),  Nightsounds. 
KPFA  had  discontinued  the  series,  but  some  75  hours  of  tape  still  existed.  These 
John  entrusted  to  staff  announcer  Norman  Belkin.  After  beginning  to  trim  the 
tapes  down  to  hour-long  programs,  Norman  found  much  dated  and  local  material, 
and  so  began  inserting  material  he  himself  had  collected.  The  more  he  edited, 
the  more  the  program  changed;  from  a  150-minute  catch-as-catch-can  effort,  to  a 
more  unified  75-minute  entity,  usually  centering  on  a  single  theme.  Recently, 
Chris  Alexander  began  producing  Inside  at  WBAI.  Much  of  his  material  is  now 
incorporated,  along  with  original  skits,  music  and  comedy  records,  ancient  78's 
from  Norman's  closet,  and  contributions  from  Nightsounds  fans. 

Since  many  listeners  lamented  the  late  hour  (Saturdays  at  11:00  p.m.)  of  the 
original  broadcasts,  Nightsounds  is  now  being  rebroadcast  every  Monday  morning 
at  7:00.  Nightsounds  is  not  for  everybody! 

News  About  the  News

broadcast.  Response  indicated  that  its  former  time  of  6:15  p.m.  would  be  more 
suitable  for  more  listeners.
